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A TALE OF TWO COUNTRIES. 


A Singular Story Attaching to the Life of F. D. Tator, 
a Chicago Millionaire

Kansas City, Mo., March 3.—F. D. Tator, 
who attempted to commit suicide by shooting 
himself in the head yesterday, is lying ina 
critical condition. His story, as just devel- 
oped, is acurious one. ‘ator was the son of 
a prominent citizen of Troy, N. well- 
educated and accomplished. He was married 
in 1857.to Miss Julia Gridley, daughter of 
General Gridley, of Bloomington, Ill., where 
young Tator engaged in business. The mar- 
riage, however. was an unhappy one. When 
the war broke out Tator went to the army as 
asutler, and his wife insisted upon accom- 
panying him. Much against his will she re- 
mained near him during his army experience, 
following him in the long marches, until 
finally the couple went to St. Louis, where he 
left her and went to Europe. During bis ab- 
sence Mrs. Tator secured a divorce. After 
his return, however, they met, were recon- 
ciled.

She was in Paris during the 
memorable siege of 1870, at which time she 
was under the immediate protecuon of the 
Hon. KE. B. Washburne, United States minis- 
ter. While she lived in the gay French capi- 
tal her wit, beauty, wealth and varied accom- 
plishments made hera decided ornament to 
the American colony, and she was a brilliant 
and distinguished figure in society. Several 
years ago she was married abroud to Count 
Shaurock, a German nobleman of.

VIRGINIA’S NAVY. 


Another Oyeter War Imminent on the Rappahannock, 
Special Gispatch to the Cincinnati Enquirer.

ForRTREsS Monrogk, Va., March 9.—Another 
oyster war seems imminent, and a eall to 
arms from the governor of Virginia is almest 
hourly expected. Persons who te-day arrived 
here from Richmond and Lancaster eounties 
report that large fleets of alien oyster vessels 
are depredating upon the oyster-beds of the 
Rappahannock and other streams in that 
section of the state, im fearless defiance of 
the laws of the State amd the threats of 
Governor Camerom. A few weeks ago that 
fumctionary, at the head of an improved 
naval expedition, pounced down upon these 
freebooters, capturing seven vessels and sixty- 
one prisoners. The former are now ly- 
ing at the wharf at Mathew’s court- 
heuse, and the latter behind the bars 
at the same place. The fate of these 
mem, however, has not prevented others from 
flying in the face of the vengeance of the re- 
adjuster governor. These last marauders are 
said to be even bolder and more determined 
than those who were forced to succumb to 
Virginia’s navy. Itis said that if interfered 
with by the inhabitants of the counties along 
the rivers upon which they are depredating 
they threaten to kill all who approach them. 

Several weeks ago Governor Cameron dis- 
patched several Whitworth guns to Matthews 
county. These were mounted upon the bank 
of the Rappahannock river, and are manned 
by the citizens of the county. The sly ma- 
rauders, however, manage to carry on their 
depredations beyond the range of these guns, 
Knowing that they cannot be reached from 
the shores, and that they are in no peril from 


an attack by water, the bold oyestermen 


have grown desperate and openly yiolate the 
laws which Govermor Cameron undertook to 
enforce by a naval expedition a few weeks 
ago. The victims of that conflict are sixty- 
one prisoners now safely lodged im the jail of 
Matthews county, awaiting trial for an oftense 
for which, if convieted, they will, every man 
of them, be sent to the state prison. Despite 
the fate of these prisoners, the oyster men of 
Maryland, Delaware and other states have 
—_ another raid upon the Virginia oyster 
CUS, 

An appeal will at ence be made to the goy- 
ernor for such a military force as will either 
eapture or drive off the trespassers. A fund 
has been raised, it is said, by the oyster-men 
of several of the large cities to defend the 
men now in eustody of the authorities of this 
state. For this purpose some of the ablest 
members of the Virginia bar have been em- 
ployed, and every effort will be made to secure 
the acquittal of the oystermen. The execu-

CONVICTION OF THE LAWRENCE- 
VILLE AUNT-MURDERER. 


B. L. Stephenson Convicted of Murder in the Firat 
Degree-—-A Histor; of the Henious Crime—A 
Dastardly Act—Charity Ball at Rome— 

One of U. 8. Grant’s Galena Creditors. 


LAWRENCEVILLE, March 10.—[Special.]— 
The trial of Elbert M. Stephenson, charged 
with murdering a defenseless widow woman, 
closed this evening. The jury remained out 
about one hour and returned with a verdict 


of guilty. 
The testimony in the case is voluminous, 
of one of the most 


and contains a record 


heinous, unjustifiable murders ever commit- 
tedin our county. The public mind is great- 
ly aroused over the caseY There is considera- 
ble diversity of opinion as to the defendant's 
guilt, notwithstanding the jury have found 
him so. He was ably represented by Colonel 
Sam J. Winn and Colonel F. F. Juhan. The 
speech of Colonel Winn was pronounced one 
of the finest legal arguments ever made in 
ourcourt. It is prebable a motion will ve 
suhmitted fora new trial during the present 
term of the court. 


On August 10th, Elbert M. Stephenson, a 


steward of the Methedist church, anda re- 


spected farmer of about 30 years of age, 
sassinated Mrs. Clemintina Stephenson, his 
aunt, who was the widow of Van Stephenson. 


She had been washing her clothes, and went 
out for fire, which she got from the wash-place. 
While at the stove putting the fire in, she 
was shot and fetl with her face towards the 
door of the room. Whileshe lay there she saw 
Elbert run from the corner of the smoke-house 
and run across a potato patchin front of her 
with a gun in his hands. She was struck with 
four rifle balls two inches below the heart— 
two balls passed through her body; one lodg- 
ingin her spine, and another cut across the 

ck, lacerating the skin. From the sound it 
was supposed to be an army gun. She lived 
fifty-six days aftcr being shot. She was first 
discovered by Mr. McGee ard Mr. Terry, who 
were working on the church near her house. 
She told them that she was killed and that 
El. Stephenson had done it. 

El. had once lived with her for two years, 
and had made love to her, although she was 
ten years older than he was, and wanted her to 
marry him, but she refused. He then mar- 
ried and had two children by his wife when 
he renewed his proposition, and wanted his 
auntto go away with him and leave his 
family. She then refused again, and told 
him to leave her and never trouble her again. 
Some time during last summer he met her in 
the road alone and told her that he was going 
to stop her going around over the country be- 
fore long, and she said that if he did she 
hoped to live to tell who did it. The conver- 
sation took place ashort time prior to the 
murder; and she was then engaged in prepa- 
‘ation for her marriage with Mr. Hiram 
Young; which was to have taken place a few 
days after she was shot. 

All through the fifty-six days she retained 
Onsciousness, and all that time she said it was 
El. who had shot her. She was a woman 
whose word was never doubted. 

The superior court sat in September, but 
there was no attempt to find a bill against 
Stephenson, who had been arrested promptly 
that day near the camp-ground, where he was 
met by the brothers-in-law of his aunt, who 
put him in custody of a bailitf, who held him 
until a warrant was sued out. There was talk 
of lynching, but it fell through. He denied 
the charge, and protested his innocence. <A 
preliminary trial was held, and the dying 
woman’s deposition was taken in the pres- 
ence of nearly two hundred men. At the 
December adjourned term he was brought 
before the court but his case was 
not prepared, and =his trial was set 
for the first Wednesday of the March term. 
He was arranged before Judge Alex. Irwin, 
and a jury impanneled, which was sworn and 
tried tie case, and he was found guilty of 
murder in the first degree.

CONVICTION OF THE LAWRENCE- 
VILLE AUNT-MURDERER. 


E. L. Stephenson Convicted of Murder in the First 
Degree-A Histor; of the Henious Crime—A 
Dastardly Act—Charity Ball at Rome— 

One of U. 8. Grant’s Galena Creditors. 

LAWRENCEVILLE, March 10.—[Special.]— 
The trial of Elbert M. Stephenson, charged 
with murdering a defenseless widow woman, 
closed this evening. The jury remained out 
about one hour and returned with a verdict 
of guilty. 

The testimony in the case is voluminous, 
and contains a record of oneof the most 
heinous, unjustifiable murders ever commit- 
tedin our county.. The public mind is great- 
ly aroused over the case, There is considera- 
ble diversity of opinion as to the defendant's 
guilt, notwithstanding the jury have found 
himso. He was ably represented by Colone!] 
Sam J. Winn and Colonel F. F. Juhan. The 
speech of Colonel Winn was pronounced one 
of the finest legal arguments ever made in 
our court. It is prebable a motion will ve 
suhmitted fora new trial during the present 
term of the court. 


On August 1Oth, Elbert M. Stephenson, a 


steward of the Methedist church, anda re- 


spected farmer of about 30 years of age, as- 
sassinated Mrs. Clemintina Stephenson, his 
aunt, who was the widow of Van Stephenson. 
She had been washing her clothes, and went 
out for tire, which she got from the wash-place. 
While at the stove putting the fire in, she 
was shot and fell with her face towards the 
door of the room. Whileshe lay there she saw 
Elbert run from the corner of the smoke-house 
and run across a potato patch in front of her 
with a gun in his hands. She was struck with 
four rifie balls two inches beluw the heart— 
two balls passed through her body; one lodg- 
ingin her spine, and another cut across the 

ek, lacerating the skin. From the sound it 
was supposed to be an army gun. She lived 
fifty-six days aftcr being shot. She was first 
discovered by Mr. McGee ard Mr. Terry, who 
were working on the church near her house. 
She told them that she was killed and that 
El, Stephenson had done it. 

El. had once lived with her for two years, 
and had made love to her, although she was 
ten years olderthan he was, and wanted her to 
marry him, but she refused. He then mar- 
ried and had two children by his wife when 
he renewed his proposition, and wanted his 
auntto go away with him and leave his 
family. She then refused again, and told 
him to leave her and never trouble her again. 
Some time during last summer he met her in 
the road alone and told her that he was going 
to stop her going around over the country be- 
fore long, and she said that if he did she 
hoped to live to tell who did it. The conver- 
sationn took place ashort time prior to the 
murder; and she was then engaged in prepa- 
‘ation for her marriage with Mr. Hiram 
Young; which was to have taken place a few 
flays after she was shot. 

All through the fifty-six days she retained 
Onsciousness, and all that time she said it was 
El}. who had shot her. She was a woman 
whose word was never doubted. 

The superior court sat in September, but 
there was no attempt to find a bill against 
Stephenson, who had been arrested promptly 
that day near the camp-ground, where he was 
met by the brothers-in-law of his aunt, who 
put him in custody of a bailitf, who held him 
until a warrant was sued-‘out. There was talk 
of lynching, but it fell through. He denied 
the charge, and protested his innocence. <A 
preliminary trial was held, and the dying 
Woman’s deposition was taken in the pres- 
ence of nearly two hundred men. At the 
December adjourned term he was brought 
before the court but his case wus 
not prepared, and =his trial was set 
for the first Wednesday of the March term. 
He was arranged before Judge Alex. Irwin, 
and a jury impanneled, which was sworn and 
tried the case, and he was found guilty of 
murder in the first degree.

Mr. Cushing and his Zuni brethren are now 
in the east where they have gone to procure 
a fresh supply of water.+ They were in Wash- 
ington recently, and while there performed a 
very curious religious ceremony, worshipping 
little sticks, plumed With duck feathers, and 
set in ant-holes. It is not given out what 
the character of the ceremonies at the gather- 
ing of the sacred water will be, but as Mr. 
Cushing comes of a race that knows how to 
get up a spectacular theology at the shortest 
notice, it is supposed they will be very inter- 
esting.

WHAT TOEAT. 
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Some ‘nteresting Facts tor the Hoasewlves of Atlanta 

Atlanta is now lingering midway between 
the hardy vegetabl s of winter and the tender 
shoots of spring. We are just bidding good 
bye to the turnip crop as it lingers on its last 
legs and turn with ravished eyes to the rich, 
red strawberries at forty cents a quart. The 
first strawberries of the season arrived 
Friday from Florida, but the proverbial 
high price of the first berries prevents 
most men from even venturing to inquire 
the price. They are not as high as usual on 
the first of the season. The market is sup- 
plied with new English peas from Florida at 
twelve and a-haif centsaquart. There is also 
re eood supply of new beets, radishes, cab- 
bages and tomatoes from the same state. 
From about the suburbs we get lettuce, tur- 
nips, onions and turnip greens. The last are 
from fifteen to twenty cents a peck. Onions 
are five cents a bunch, and there is 
some parsley at the same price a bunch. In 
the way of fruit there is a good supply of 
bananas at reasonable prices and of fine ap- 
pearance. There isa goodly supply of Malaga 
eae from Spain at 40cents a pound. There 
is also the usual supply of oranges and apples. 
The poultry market is very well stocked with 
live poultry, but the weather is growing too 
warm to permit very extensive handling of 
dressed poultry. The ruling price for chickens 
is from 25 to 35 cents, good young hens com- 
manding the best prices. In the way of fresh 
meats the market is not well supplied. Steak 
beef goes at 12'¢ cents, while pork is 15 cents 
apound. There is a scarcity of both pork 
and beef of good quality, Auda some butchers 
predict a still higher rise. There is no venison 
in the market. Game is scarce, there being 
nothing offered but a few robins at five cents 
apiece. The fish market is well supplied at 
the following prices:- Shad, 40 to 75 cents 
apiece; sheepheads, 8 to 10 cents a pound; 
snappers, lO cents; trout, 10 cents, and scarce; 
mutllets, Scents; lake perch, 10 tolZ'< cents a 
pound, and buffalo, 5 cents a pound.

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FRANCIS S. LATHROP. 


Death of an Esteemed Relative of Several Well 
Known Georgians. 

Judge Francis §S. Lathrop, whose death occurred 
in New Jersey last week, started in business at Sa- 
vannah in connection with his brother, Mr. Dwight 
Lathrop—the latter being the father of our towns- 
man, Mr. ©. L. Lathrop. Both brothers married in 
Savannah. After some years they went to New 
York. where they did the leading wholesale south- 
ern dry goods business of that time, having exten- 
sive branches at Charleston, Savannah and other 
points. They established Mr. Hiram Koberts at 
Savannah. Their brother, Mr. Henry Lathrop, was 
in business in Savannah forty-two years, as also was 
Mr. J. S. Lathrop. The two last named brothers 
have retired from business, and the other two have 
gone totheir rest. The four brothers lived in — 
fect accord with each other to the last. We adda 
sketch of the career of Judge Francis 8. Lathrop, 
taken from the New York Sun; 

‘He was born in West Springfield, Massachusetts, 
in November, 1806. His tather, Dwight Lathrop, 
WAS a presperous inerchant. Hi- grandfather, the 
Rev. Dr. Joseph Lathrop, was fer sixty years pastor 
of the Congrezational church of West Springfield, 
and one of the leaders of the denomination in New 
England. At the age of 18 Trancis 8. Lathrop came 
to New York and entered a retail dry goods house, 
and was so success!ul thathe ranked soon with the 
magnates of the trade. 

Asa railroad man he first distinguished himself 
by effecting a lease of the Morris and Essex railroad 
to the Delaware, Lackawanna and Western railroad 
company. Both that company and the Jersey Cen- 
trul wanted the road, and the Delaware, Lackawat 
na and Western wanted the Jersey Central as well, 
Judge Lathrop, on behal of the Morris and Essex, 
inade advantageous terins with the Delaware, Lack- 
awanna and Western.

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WHAT THE MERCHANTS OF AT- 
LANTA THINK OF IT. 


Interviews With the Leading Men in Leading 
Branches of Trade—General Opinion that Trade 
is Svlid and there is No Fear of a Panic— 
Books and Stationery— Hardware. 


The spring trade has fairly opened and its 
yolume and character is definitely set. 

A CONSTITUTION reporter circulated among 
the merchants on yesterday and talked with 
them as to the outlook, The result of his 
investigations wil] be found below. 

It will be seen that the volume of business 
is much smaller, but is safer in character— 
that the retail business in the city has not suf- 
fered tothe same extent as the wholesale, 
proving that the country is poorer than the 
city. Whatthe merchants wish to say, how- 
ever, they can say best for themselves. 

Major Ben Crane, of Langston & Crane, and 
chairman of the chamber of commerce, says: 

“The trade in -yroceries, grain, provision 
stuffs, hay, etc., is just about half this spring 
what it was last year. If anything, it iS less 
than half?” 

“Witat does this imply?’ 

“It implies, first, greater economy on the 
part Ot the people ; and, secona, freates con- 
trolon the part of the merchant. Both of 
these are healthvsigns. Thebulkof the trade 
will be safer jast i proportion as it is smal- 


ler.”’ 


“The merchants are very well satisfied, then, 
with the outlook?" 

Perfectly. They prefer to do a saving 
business and asafe one. They are gratified at 
the evidence of “economy on the part of the 
people. By this economy they will retrieve 
disasters of the past vear, atone for its foolish 
extravagance, and pave the way for better 
times and a fuller trade next fall.” 

“How do the merchants stand?” 

“Never in bettér condition. They realized 
fully that the volume of trade must shrink 
this spring and they did not overlook them- 
selves. The disposition of the people to do 
with less, coincided fully with their determin- 
ation to sell less. Altogether the outlook is 
healthy and encouraging, and the present has 
no dangers or temptations that I can see.”’ 

Mr. Rucker, grain and provision broker, 
says: “The trade in my line for the pres- 
ent year has shrunk to small sctiarll vio 
One year ago this time I had sixty car-leads 
of corn ordered for Atlanta, now | have only 
one. There is litthe demand from the coun- 
try and little disposition on the part of 
merchants to push these goods out.”’ 

The irade in fertilizers is very much smaller 
than jdast year. At the ofltice of the com- 
missioner of agriculture we learned: 

“The inspection for this year shows a di- 
minution of trade in fertilizers. About ten 
thousand more tons have been inspected 
than up to the same datein Is8sl, and we 
have information that there is a larger sur- 
plus of inspected fertilizers on hand than 
there was at the same time last year. It is 
safe to predict that there will bea diminu- 
tion of the sale of fertilizers this year of at 
least 25 percent and perhaps 40 per cent. 
The owners of fertilizers do not seem to be 
anxious to sell, and the farmers are quite as 
anxious to do with less than formerly.’’ 

Mr. Howard, of Howard, Wood & Co., deal- 
ers in tobacco and cigars, says: ‘‘We note no 
falling off in our trade. There was a lull in 
the demand just aiter Christmas anda few 
failures, but at present the trade is about 
what it was avearago. Itseems to bea safe 
trade and is growing.” 

Major Fitten, of T. M. & R. C, Clarke, 
hardware, says: ‘:The hardware trade has 
suffered some dimunition of last year’s 
volume,-though principally, I think, by rea- 
son of the care in city and country merchants 
in selling. There is a disposition, while 
seeking good customers, to sail close on risks. 
We tind our customers in good condition 
and they are about as careful as we are. 
The people are disposed to do with as little 
as possible, I think, which will be all the 
better for the trade next fall.”’ 

A GLOOMY VIEW. 

Mr. Steve Ryan, of John Ryan’s dry goods 
and boots house, was emphatic in the opin- 
ion that a panic was in the future. Sales 
were slower, not from wantof buyers, but 
from the caution rendered necessary by the 
unreliability of business. Customers, both 
city and country, are less prodigal than last 
year. 

BOOKS AND STATIONERY, ; 

“My trade is very even,” said the senior 
member of the house of J. J. and 8. P. Rich- 
ards. ‘‘People must have school-books, and 
the girls will write love-letters. Really, I 
cannot see any cause foralarm. The people 
seem to have money to buy what they want, 
and to have both tact and discretion in spend- 
ing it. Our city and country Grade are equally 
well sustained.”’ 

IN THE HARDWARE LINE. 

Approaching Andrew Stewart, the hard- 
ware man with the iron dog, ‘‘just look at 
that basketful of money,”’ he said, ‘‘which I 
am going to pay out to my hands in a few 
minutes. Does that look like hard ti1laes?”’ 
‘How is your trade in comparison with last 
ear?”’ 

“Fully as good if not better. I have more 
to do than I can meet, and still the orders are 
rushing in upon me. This talk of hard times 
is all twaddle. The people are buying freely, 
but not extravagantly, collections are good, 
and I see no reason to distrust the future. 
The city trade, I think, is not quite as good 
as last year, but there isa big improvement 
jin the country.” ° ; 

THE MAN WHO &MILES 

“Just look at my forty-eight clerks, ha! ha! 
ha! Why, they are so busy that you will 
huve to stand here half an hour before you 
can get waited on, and it has been this way 
with me the whole winter. But come around,” 
said John Keely, ‘and let me show you what 
lam doing.’’ 

‘How is your Shoe trade?” 

‘It has been immense; nothing like it ever 
known before. In laces, ladies’ underwear, 
hosiery and kindred lines, | tind it simply 
impossible to keep ahead of the demand, it is 
so great.” : 

‘Does there seem to be any hesitancy in 
purchasing amobe any Class of your custom- 


“None whatever. susiness Surpasses that 
of last year; collections never better; facili- 
ties for meeting the demands of customers 
unequalled; in fact, the world is moving and 
Atlanta is keeping up with the movement,” 
and after telling the reporter a_ story about 
one Monsieur De Finnegan, a French hote! 
keeper in Cork, he let him go. 

DRY PROSPECTS. 

Mayer, Son & Co., wholesale liquor dealers, 
regard the situation as serious; have to be 
very cautious in their transactions; are close 
ly scrutinizing all orders, and look forward to 
considerable stringency. Trade is not at all 
as good as last year, and many houses are not 
now regarded as safe which a year ago had

The 
climate is perfect. I visited twelve stock 
farms and | did not see a single horse blanket- 
ed. Mr. Alexander has recently purchased a 
stallion for $12,500, and I saw this valuable an- 
imal running around uncovered. The grassis 
as green now as it is here by the Ist of May. 
This blue-grass region is on a limestone forma- 
tion, and itis supposed that it is this fact 
which makes it such very valuable feed for 
horses. It is certain that the animals coming 
from there are always noted for thei- size. 
The grass itself is the best feed for horses 
which has yet been found. I wish I could 
get three hundred acres of blue-grass land 
near New York.’’ 

FUTURE OF TROTTING. 

“IT have thought for a long time that it is in 
the direction of team trotting that we must 
look for our greatest speed. In England you 
may have two horses which are brothers in 
blood. They have the same sire and their 
dams are sisters. One of them wins the Derby 
and is worth 10,000 guineas. The other can 
rufi within a few seconds of the first, but he 
does not win tne Derby and is only worth 
$10,000. A few seconds in time, then, on a 
long race, makes a difference of $40,000 in the 
value of a horse. But if you take that Derb 
winner and put him into a tive mile race wit 
his brother and make him carry only a few 
pounds extra weight, it is the $50,000 horse 
that will be beaten. A few pounds of weight 
then makes all the difference between a win- 
ner of the Derby and a beaten horse. ‘This is 
so fully recognized in England that several 
pounds extra weight in a four-mile race is 
equal to distance. Now. in this country, we 
trot our horses to either sulky or wagon. ‘The 
lightest weight we can put on asingie horse is 
200 pounds. That is, a driver weighs 150 and 
the lightest sulky made weighs 50. We can 
make a wagon which weighs 107 pounds. 
Add to this the weight of the driver and we 
get 207, or say 208. Each horse in the team, 
then, has 129 pounds behind him instead of 
200. Now this difference of 71 pounds means 
a good deal in the way of speed in my opin- 
ion, and 1 do not think that we will ever 
know what our trotters can do until we get 
teams on the track. It is of course exceed- 
ingly ditticult to get a team to trot together— 
how difficult no one but a horseman can 
know. ‘The horses mus: be trained to work 
together, each doing one-half of the pulling 
and no more. They must be equal in speed, 
in weight and in action. They must, in short, 
be able to trot as one’ horse rather than two. 
It takes a great deal of training added to nat- 
ural fitness on the part of the animals to per- 
mit of horses being worked to this point. 

GREATER SPEED. 

“They must be even-tempered or they can- 
not speed together. For example, Dexter 
could never be trained to work ina team. 
He is too impetuous, too anxious to do all 
the work himself. ButI believe it possible 
to find fast trotters who will work together, 
and when they are found 1 believe that we 
will see for the first time what American 
trotting horses can do. [tis anumber of years 
ago since I first bad reason to believe this and 
first made up my mind that for real speed we 
must look to the team. On the 10th of May,1862, 
I drove Lady Palmer and Flatbush Maid to a 
road wagon two miles in 5:0134. The second 
quarter of the second mile was driven in 33 
seconds. When I was told of the time made 
Ididnot believe it. Iasked a gentleman 
there to drive the mares for me and I timed 
them. They went the quarters in about hali 
a second worse than before. Then I believed 
the time taken when I was driving and I be- 
lieved that team driving was the driving of 
the future. I have never changed my opirion 
from that day to this.”’ 


A MONSTER BIVALVE. 


An Asiatic Shell Weighing &28 Pounds Secured fo 
California. 

San Francisco, March 10.—The mining 
bureau here is indebted to J. E. Davis for a 
valuable donation to the state museum. 
Professor Ward, of Rochester, New York. 
arrived lately by the China steamer Rio Ja- 
neiro from Japan. During a visit to the min- 
ing bureau he met Mr. Davis, and in the 
mention of some of his oriental experiences 
told of an immense bivalve shell weighing 528 
pounds, which he had secured as a great prize 
at Singapore. Mr. Davis expressed a wish to 
present such a specimen to the state, and 
asked the professor to name a price at which 
he would dispose of it. This was done and 
instantly accepted by this generous friend 
of the mining bureau, and the state mu- 
seum has become the owner of the 
magnificent and rare specimen. The name 
of this monster shell is the tridanca 
gigas. The generic name tridacna is from two 
Greek words—tri, three, and dakno, to bite. 
The name seems to be derived from a passage 
in the thirty-second book of Pliny’s *‘Natural 
History,’’ chapter X XI, in which is mentioned 
that the expedition of Alexander revealed 
the fact that oysters were found in the Indian 
sea which were a foot in diameter, and that 
certain gourmands had given to large oysters 
the whimsical name of tridacna, adding to 
their sest by the jest, inferring that it required 
three bites toeat them. The specific name, 
gigas, is Latin for giant. 

A pair of the valves of the tridacna gigas 
are used in the church of St, Sulpice, Paris, 
as benitiers or holy water fonts. They weigh 
upward of 500 pounds and are two feet across, 
probably about the size of Mr. Davis's dona- 
They were sent to Francis I by the re- 

ublic of Venice. They are objects of special 
interest in the magnificent church, and are 
highly prized. :

Even knowledge is given them as an 
acconiplishment —that is, not foritsown sake, 
but to make them appear pleasing. To be 
blunt, women are educated so they may please 
men. The fault is less with the teachers than 
with the parents, who create the demand and 
obtain the supply in our fashionable schools. 
All this ought not to be. Our education 
of girls should be more practical, more 
solidly useful than it is. Every woman, 
whether she needs to enter a profession or not, 
should be so trained that. she can enter one, 
or at least perform some useful service for 
which suciety will remunerate her. Every 
girl should know that she can support herself 
if she desires to do so. If this were the case, 
women would have greater independence and 
freedom in choosing their husbands than they 
now have, and the knowledge that there is an 
alternative open to them would cause them 
to enter married life on a footing of greater 
equality than is nowaccorded to them. There 
would then be fewer of those unhappy mar- 
‘riages into which young women allow them- 
selves to be hurried for fear of falling a bur- 
den upon their fathers or their brothers; 
fewer of those cases in which a woman says

Alive After Shvoting the Rapids, the Cataract, the 
Gorge and the Whirlpool. 

NiaGaRA Fauus, March 9¥9.—This_ village 
was thrown into unusual excitement to-day 
by the adventures ofa large dog. He was first 
noticed while he was within the influence of 
the -upper rapids. As he whirled rapidly 
down over the falls no one imagined but that 
that was the last of him.

But he’got 
his horse’s head round up-stream, and the 
gallant animal swam with him safely across. 
His example was followed by Captain Brook- 
lehurst, but he was not so tucky, as he had to 
part company with his horse. He swam safely 
ashore, but his horse, carried down by the 
stream, had a narrow escape of being drown- 
ed. The hounds meantime dashed along to 
Laxton’s Spinny, where part of the field got 
up. At the celebrated Whissendine brook, 
which was twice crossed, many, including a 
lady, were immersed.
